Points In the Platform. 


The platform says: "We believe that a 


radical remedy is demanded for all fraud- 
ulent practices at elections, and we rec- 
ommend our representatives in the next 
general assembly to enact the Australian 
ballot system, with such improvements 
and safeguards as the experience of other 
states where it has been adopted and 
tested may suggest. We further recom- 
mend tlie adoption of the bill now before 
congress for the protection of all the elect- 
ors of the United States in the exercise of 
their blood-bought political rights at the 
polls. The demands of the times are im- 
perative that the whole energy of the gov- 
ernment of the United States and of the 
several states should be applied to over- 
coming all unnatural and illegal combi- 
nations of capital whereby the prices of 
any of the necessaries of life are unjustly 
and wickedly enhanced; and all combina- 
.tions of common carriers by which the ex- 
"pense» of carrying the products of the 
farm are placed at such extortionate fig- 
ures as to amount to confiscation. 


Co-Operation and Civil Service. 


"We maintain that no corporation or 


company should be permitted to get more 
than a reasonable percentage on actual 
capital invested and reasonable wages for 
its officers and employes, and that divi- 
dends on watered stock is robbery." 


The resolutions refer to the declaration 


of the national Republican convention

law which will guarantee to all the chil- 
dren of tbe state ample opportunity of 
acquiring such an elementary education 
as will fit them for the intelligent per- 
formance of civic and political duties 
when they reach the nge of manhood; but 
we are at the same time opposed to any 
arbitrary interference with the right of 
parents or guardians to educate their 
children in private schools, no matter 
where located, and we favor the amend- 
ment of the existing compulsory-education 
law so as to conform to the declarations 
herein set forth, and also the repeal of so 
much of said law as provides for public 
supervision over public schools.

Blalne'8 Effort to Have It Amended Mak- 


ing Little Headway.

Blaine's effort to have the tariff bill 
amended so as to take sugar from the 
free list in return for compensating ad- 
vantages to be hud from the Central and 
South American countries hits made lit- 
tle headway in the senate. Senators are 
still indulging in much gossip on the sub- 
ject, but a careful canvass shows that on 
the Republican bide of the chamber, at 
least, Mr. Blaine has few supporters. The 
bill Is on the calendar with a favorable re- 
port, and having pushed the fire of the 
house it will be the most difficult thing in 
the world to alter it uo\v. President Har- 
rison stated to a friend, with the knowl- 
edge that his words would be published, 
that he is a supporter of the tariff bill as 
it stands. Mr. Mcliinley also intimates 
that he was never in favor of including 
Mr. Blaine's sugar proposition in the bill, 
and the Republicans on the finance com 
mittee deny emphatically that either of 
them 
was in favor of accepting Mr. 


Blaine's advice, or that the question of 
adopting his suggestion ever came to a 
vote. 


Senutor Hiile's Amendment. 


Senator Hale is very busily engaged in 


seeking support among his colleagues in 
the senate for tlie resolution which he will 
offer us uu amendment to the tariff bill 
embodying tlie suggestions and proposi- 
tion of the secretary of state regarding 
reciprocity n ith tlie Central and South 
American republics. He has secured some 
support for las ,uuendment, and it is not 
unlikely that a majority of the senators 
would be willing to make an expression 
of their sentiments in favor of reciprocity 
in a general way, but the proposition to 
bring it about according to the plan of 
Mr. Blaiue, by altering the sugar sched- 
ule of the tarilf bill would probably not 
receive a handful of Republican votes in 
the senate. 


Another "Original Package" Bill. 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 25.—At a meet- 


ing of the house committee on judiciary 
Tuesday it was decided to report a sub- 
stitute for the senate original package 
bill. 
The substitute includes all arti- 


cles of commerce, but provides that no 
discrimination shall be made by any 
state in favor of its citizens against those 
of other states in respect to the sale of any 
article of commerce, nor in favor of its 
own products against those of like charac- 
ter produced in other states; nor shall the 
transportation of commerce through any 
state be obstruct ml, except in the neces- 
sary enforcement of the health laws of 
such state.

How a Corporation Haa Taken PosneBBlon

necessary and do not leave it in a condition 
dangerous or Inconvenient to the public 
Here Is a corporation that cornea along and 
puts down its tracks a* if the street was 
made especially for the car line, and tha 
the looks of the street or risks to the public 
in using it were matters about which the 
company and no one else should concern 
themselves. 


The property owners and tenants In the 


vicinity of that corner have shown a sur 
prising apathy while the work was being 
done, but now It approaches completion 
they see just how it looks, and have begun 
to kick. "Outrageous 1" is tun mildest term 
they use. 


The double curve has been put down 


with reference to getting the cars around 
the comer as rapidly as possible, and to do 
that the two tracks are laid so close to th< 
Inside corner curbstone that both tracks are 
within the space formerly occupied by tbe 
single track. 
Of course this throws the in 


side track very close to the corner, abou 
nine feet from the stone. 
A catch-basin 


opening and gutter there a foot deep cuts 
off this space until there Is not room for a 
wagon or buggy between the track and the 
corner. A car coming around that come 
would be sure to catch any vehicle on tha 
side of the street 


To make tbe curve easier the street has 


been raised six Inches on the outside curve 
and lowered two Inches on tbe inside, mak 
ing an inclined plane from tbe gutter to the 
center of tbe street that gives the pavemeu 
the appearance of a shed roof. Probably i 
Is the Intention of the company to tear up 
tbe pavement and bring it up with tbe leve 
of tbe outside rail, where there is now a 
jump off of several inches,>ut that will ma 
the appearance of the street, and change its 
grade. The city council fixes the grade o 
the streets and no one has a right to inter 
fere with them.

terview not a Central wheel turned in the 
Decatur yards yesterday. 
A message was 


sent from here to Clinton, and all business 
was stopped on this part of the Central. 


When the passenger train north arrived

you are a liar." Mr. Mills exclaimed, "You 
are a liar!" At that Mr. Hutchison hit Mr 
Mills in the mouth.
